Orders have been issued by Gover- 


nor Hardee and the state board of 
education that all schools of the state 
must be conducted this coming year 
strictly within the financial limits, 
•which means that no debts must be 
contracted except those for which 
the budget for the year provides and 
that no sources of Income shall be 
considered of which the 
county 


school board is not absolutely as- 
sured. 


Because the school boards all over 


ithe state contracted debts to keep the 
schools up to the standard during the 
"war period practically every school 
district in the state is now burdened 
•with heavy obligation's, and the order 
, of the state board of education have 
been issued to be sure every district 
lives within its income during the 
coming year and make some provision 
to pay off the obligations assumed. 


The regulations made by the county 


school board will work hardships on 
the schools of the county next year, 
"but the board is compelled to live up 
to orders from the .governor.

NET INCOME WILL GO LONG WAY 


TOWARD 
PAYING 
OFF BONDS 


VOTED TO BUILD THE LIGHT 


PLANT. 


That the revemie from the muni- 


cipal light plant will be sufficient to 
pay the interest on the bonds voted 
to build the plant and largely, if not 
entirely, provide the sinking fund to 
retire the bonds as they mature, is 
the belief of tlie city commission, this 
prediction and hope being based on 
figures shown since the city manager 
has had an opportunity to keep a close 
account of the operation of the plant. 


This statement was brought out at 


the regular city commission meeting 
Monday night when the city attorney 
presented an ordinance providing for 
the levying of a sufficient millage each 
year during the lift of the bonds to 
pay the interest and provide the ne- 
cessary sinking fund. 


Mayor Gaddis expressed himself as 


opposing the ordinance because the 
commission wanted 
to 
determine 


whether the revenue from the plant 
will be sufficient for the plant to "pay 
for itself, and suggested that action 
on the ordinance be postponed for a 
time, <^t the same time the mayor ex- 
plained that the revenue from the 
operation of the electric plant is in- 
creasing steadily and called attention 
to the regular monthly report of the 
city auditor and clerk, which showed 
that for the month of May the income 
from the plant had been around $1,000 
more than the expenses. 


Attorney Miller explained that the 


ordinance had been prepared and pre- 
sented at the request of the bonding 
attorney, who has not yet glen an 
approving opinion on the bond issue, 
in order that the purchaser of the 
bonds may be made perfectly safe 
by the guarantee of the city that the 
bonds will be paid in taxes and that 
this tax levy will be sufficient each 
year to provide the necessary amount. 


When the bond issue was voted last 


year it was generally understood that 
a special levy of about seven mills 
would be required to pay the interest 
and provide the sinking fund to re- 
tire the bonds. The ordinance pro- 
viding for the special levy was passed 
by the commission, after it had been 
explained that the action was neces- 
sary in the routine of obtaining the 
approving opinion on the bond issue, 
but it is reasonably certain that the 
revenue from the plant will be suf- 
ficient to reduce the amount neces- 
sary to be raised by taxes to provide 
the interest and sinking fund, so that 
the full seven mills will not have to

passed a resolution declaring the tot

Smyrna. Port Orange and Daytona 
which have been operated as such for 
longer than ten years, the property 
of the county and directing that they 
be taken over by the county and 
operated as a part 
of the 
general 


system of -highways. 


The time set for turning the bridges 


over to the county was June 15, and 
at 2 o'clock last Wednesday morning 
Commissioner G. C. Beck of this dis- 
trict made a formal demand on the 
bridge tender of the' New Smyrna- 
Coronado bridge to turn the bridge 
over to him. This was refused by the 
bridge tender and the retusal was re- 
ported by Commissioner Beck to the 
county attorneys for instructions and 
action. 


In the meantime the six bridges 


effected by the order are being op- 
erated as toll bridges and will con- 
tinue to be so operated while the 
question of ownership and legality 
is being threshed out in the courts. 


It is understood that 
instructions 


has been given by the Coronado 
bridge tender by the bridge company's 
attorney that if the county com- 
missioners insisted on taking possess- 
ion of the bridge, he should nail a 
barricade at each end of the bridge, 
open the draw and leave it open, 
closing it for nothing but passage of 
the United States mails. 


It is contended that in the case of 


the 
New Smyrna-Coronado 
bridge, 


this bridge has never been operated 
under a franchise grant from the 
county, but under a permit from the 
war department. 


Attorneys for the' county board are 


confident the courts will sustain the 
contention that the bridges have been 
operating illegally since the end of 
their original ten-year period and 
that the bridge companies have been 
paid for the structures many times 
over in the tolls that have been col- 
lected since the end of that period

That the revemie from the muni- 


cipal light plant will be sufficient to 
pay the interest on the bonds voted 
to build the plant and largely, if not 
entirely, provide the sinking fund to 
retire the bonds as they mature, is 
the belief of the city commission, this 
prediction and hope being based on 
figures shown since the city manager 
has had an opportunity to keep a close 
account of the operation of the plant. 


This statement was brought out at 


the regular city commission meeting 
Monday night when the city attorney 
presented an ordinance providing for 
the levying of a sufficient millage each 
year during the lift of the bonds to 
pay the interest and provide the ne- 
cessary sinking fund. 


Mayor Gaddis expressed himself as 


opposing the ordinance because the 
commission wanted 
to 
determine 


whether the revenue from the plant 
will be sufficient for the plant to "pay 
for itself, and suggested that action 
on the ordinance be postponed for a 
time, i^t the same time the mayor ex- 
plained that the revenue from the 
operation of the electric plant is in- 
creasing steadily and called attention 
to the regular monthly report of the 
city auditor and clerk, which showed 
that for the month of May the income 
from the plant had been around $1,000 
more than the expenses. 


Attorney Miller explained that the 


ordinance had been prepared and pre- 
sented at the request of the bonding 
attorney, who has not yet glen an 
approving opinion on the bond issue, 
in order that the purchaser of the 
bonds may be made perfectly safe 
by the guarantee of the city that the 
bonds will be paid in taxes and that 
this tax levy will be sufficient each 
year to provide the necessary amount. 


When the bond issue was voted last 


year it was generally understood that 
a special levy of about seven mills 
would be required to pay the interest 
and provide the sinking fund to re- 
tire the bonds. The ordinance pro- 
viding for the special levy was passed 
by the commission, after it had been 
explained that the action was neces- 
sary in the routine of obtaining the 
approving opinion on the bond issue, 
but it is reasonably certain that the 
revenue from the plant will be suf- 
ficient to reduce the amount neces- 
sary to be raised by taxes to provide 
the interest and sinking fund, so that 
the full seven mills will not have to

CLAIMS TAKING OF TOLLS HAS 


BEEN DONE ILLEGALLY SINCE 


EXPIRATION

FRANCHISE. 


Declaring that the Florida state 


laws do not permit a toll bridge to 
operate under a franchise for a longer 
period than ten years, and that there 
is no provision in the state laws tor 
an 
extension 
or 
renewal of any 


franchise granted a toll bridge owner, 
the hoard of county commissioners at 
the regular meeting held last week 
passed a resolution declaring the toll 
bridges 
being operated at 
New 


Smyrna. Port Orange and Daytona, 
which have been operated as such for 
longer than ten years, the property 
of the county and directing that they 
be taken over by the county and 
operated as a part 
of the 
general 


system of -highways. 


The time set for turning the bridges 


over to the county was June 15, and 
at 2 o'clock last Wednesday morning 
Commissioner G. C. Beck of this dis- 
:rict made a formal demand on the 
bridge tender of the' New Smyrna- 
"^oronado bridge to turn the bridge 
over to him. This was refused by the 
bridge tender and the retusal was re- 
ported by Commissioner Beck to the 
:ounty attorneys for instructions and 
>ction. 


In the meantime the six bridges 


jffected by the order are being op- 
erated as toll bridges and will con- 
;inue to be so operated while the 
question of ownership and legality 
is being threshed out in the courts. 


It is understood that 
instructions 


has been given by the Coronado 
bridge tender by the bridge company's 
attorney that if the county com- 
missioners insisted on taking possess- 
ion of the bridge, he should nail a 
barricade at each end of the bridge, 
open the draw and leave it open, 
closing it for nothing but passage of 
:he United States mails. 


It is contended that in the case of 


the 
New Smyrna-Coronado 
bridge, 


this bridge has never been operated 
under a franchise grant from the 
county, but under a permit from the 
war department. 


Attorneys for the' county board are 


:onfident the courts will sustain the 
contention that the bridges have been 
operating illegally since the end of 
their original 
ten-year period and 


:hat the bridge companies have been 
paid for the structures many times 
over in the tolls that have been col- 
lected since the end of that period

cording to a repor^t from West Palm 
Beach.

The report says that the Florida 


Coast Line Cr.nai and Transportation 
company, owner of the canal fran- 
chise, has granted to the 
western 


yndicate an extension of an option 
for the purchase of the wi.terway for 
$1,250,000, the original cost of which is 
said to have been $3,000,000. 
Plans 


of the prospective purchasers, it is 
stated, call for the expenditure of $1,- 
000,000 for improvements. 


The waterway, which is of great im- 


portance to the entire East Coast 
of Florida, has not been maintained 
in an altogether 
satisfactory condi- 


tion, and if any improvement would 
result by the transfer of its ownership 
the transaction would be grortly wel- 
comed by the people of the East Coast.

When I flrst saw Joan IB 191S, 


writes Major F N Lund in the Lon- 
don Tunes Magazine, she was already 
an old soldier, standing in a muddy, 
aleak field near the ruined village of 
•Trrerdlughe. She was only a typical 
•eglleh shin cart horse that nad 
"come through the retreat" with set- 
on! other horses In our string 


1 remember seeing little of her dur- 


ing those flrst strange weeks in our 
forward billet; but when we mgved 
•ack into rest I saw at tbe end of a 
column of steaming horses Joan and 
her team mate, Darby 
That summer 


we lost horses 
We moved slowly 


forward and sometimes backward, day 
and night In action, with the horses 
kever far away In open fields 


With the autumn came rain, mud 


and cracked heels and In the village 
*f Souastre Darby had tp be led away 
wltn open gashes on both hind feet. 


ioan worked badly that day and 


ate scarcely anything The next day 
she stayed In and fed out of my hand. 
The following day she seemed well 
again, but Darty s place had been 
hard to fill Through that winter 
and a summer of defensive warfare 
rations were seldom late, though they 
were often delivered under fire. Joan 
maintained her old gait, apparently 
caring little about the going or wheth- 
er she drew more than her share of 
the load. 


The winter of 191718 found us at 


Potijie, and the horses in a ruin at 
Ypres. There was a lot of hard work, 
knt no action 
One day Joan's mate 


and her driver were struck down by 
•«r side at feeding time, and Joan 
was the only one left of our old 
torses 


Then the tide turned, and we began 


to advance—Arras to Camera! in a 
week 
When we pulled out of Cam- 


•ral the Huns were In full retreat; 
and we were told to "keep up with 
the advance.' At dusk, footsore, tired 
•nd hungry, we pulled our few re- 
maining carts into a small field near 
the rained chateau of Escandoenvres 
Wa unhooked 
tied 
our famished 


horses unrollrd our blankets and fell 
Into ditches—but for once the rations 
were not up 


And there was no sleep that night. 


A battery of 59s had pulled Into the 
ebatean drive !n front, an airplane 
•ad seen thplr flashes and hfd spotted 
the transport on the road 
All night 


Jong we were carrying and tying up 
Wounded 
At last daylight came, but
